SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording Internat D’Amour is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This is because it tends to promote and support the exploitation of children and young 
persons for sexual purposes. 

This is demonstrated in the plot of the feature where women are enrolled in a sex 
school. The women are shown wearing school uniforms and performing sex acts in a 
classroom setting. They are presented throughout as sexually naive young girls who 
lose their naivete by engaging in sexual activity with adult men. The presentation is 
sustained, thereby tending to encourage and uphold the notion of the legitimacy of 
adults engaging in sexual activity with children. While the women are obviously adults 
their mannerisms and dress are clearly that of young girls. Using characteristics 
commonly associated with children within a sex tape exploits the childlike 
characteristics for the sexual titillation and arousal of the viewer. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been considered in 
determining a classification for Internat DAmour. Section 14 of the NZBR Act does 
not apply to this publication because it has been determined that s3(2) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 applies. This provision overrides the 
NZBR Act because it is a deeming provision which cannot be given a meaning that is 
consistent with the rights and freedoms in the NZBR Act. 
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
